DUDLEY’S THREAT. 

Having thus prepared the way, as he thinks, 
for buying enough votes to make the resuit 
close Dudley threatens a repetition of the scenes 
of 1876 by saying ‘*we will fight for a fair elec- 
tion here ifnecessary. The rebel crew can't 
steal this election from us, as they did in 1884, 
without some one getting hurt.”” Not only 
General Harrison was wrathy over the infam- 
ous declarations, but intimations began to pour 
in upon the state republican committee, which 
had been in such glee in the morning, that re- 
apectable republicans by the hundred would 
bolt the patty if the authenticity of the Dud- 
ley letter could be established. 

The members of the .committee began to 
throw out hints that the letter was a demo- 
cratic forgdry, designed to offset the Sackyille- 
West epistie. Tothis the democrats at once 
replied that they had positive proof of its au- 
thenticity.| The original copy of the letter isin 
the possession Mr. of 8. EK. Morse, the editor of 
the Sentingl. It covers two sheets of paper and 
is written dn the engraved letter-heads of the 
republican national committee, printed with 
blue ink. The first page, on which was writ- 
ten the name of the person to whom it is said 
to have been addressed, has been cut off, close 
to the first}; The matter is printed with a type- 
writer, of the italic style of letter, and the lines 
are close together. It is difficult to determine 
how the signature was written. Mr. Morse 
thinks that it was written with an ordinary 
pen, but it looks like*seme uncommon instru- 
ment had beegaised. The lines are very fine, 
aud lines are discernable that were not traced 
by the ink. 

Mr. Morse was asked if there was any evi- 
dence connected with the letter that had not 
been made public. ‘‘None that I care tospeak of 
now. But I will tell the grand jury -what 
know. 

Ssuppose no one doubis that itis genuine. 

‘‘Yes, republicans question its authorship. 
They believe it is a forgery.”’ 

THE CIRCULAR IS GENUINE. 

“T have not the least doubt that it is genu- 
ine. I do not believe thag Dudley will deny 
that it is his signature that the letter bears. It 
was examined by bankers, bus. 
iness men and experts, who are 
familiar with Dadley’s writing and all agreed 
that there) was no doubt that it was Dudley’s 
signatnre.. There is 10 question, inmy mind 
onthat puint.”’ 

Mr. Sheeren,the secretary of the democratic 
committee, talked freely about the matter. 
When asked how the letter came into the pos- 
session of the democrats, he said:]''3t was sent 
to Mr. Hewitt, the chairman of the state com- 
mittee. The gentleman who received it from 
Dudley tore the address from the top of the 
first page for reasons of his own. I have no 
doubt, whatever, that the letter was sent out 
by Dudley.” 

Thus run down by the democrats, and under 
pressure from men within his own party, Chair- 
mau Huston, of the state republican comunit- 
tee, has prepared a card which will strike Mr. 
Dudiey amidships. Im that card Chairman 
Huston says:

This open declaration from such a man as 
ex-Governor Noyes, right here as un- 
der the § eaves of the home of 
frenetal Harrison, is full of significance. 
Lhey want the south divided, not by an honest 
difference of the people of the country upon 
issues which call for division, but by an act of 
congress, whether the peopleJ[want it or not, 
and simply to gratify alot of fanatical inter- 
meddlers with the affairs of others. Such 
legislation as indicated by Governor Noyes im- 
plies censure on the sworn officers of the state 
who now conduct elections and would call for 
the importation by federal judges of truly 
good menefrom Indiana, Ohio and Vermont, 
such as the sweet William W. Dudley has 
proved himself to be. 

A PROHIBITION RALLY. 

Tonight the prohibitionists made their last 
grand rallyin Tomlinson hall, where about 
2,000 people—two-thirds ladies—gathered. The 
rally had been heralded by the Indianapolis 
Journal, the republican organ, asa diversion in 
favor of the democrats, and a special assault 
was made upon Mrs. Helen M. Gougar, who 
is now a light in the third party. Mrs. Gougar 
made the opening speech and painted a pretty 
hard picture of Indiana. In the first place, 
the republican papers refused to notice the 
prohibition mectings, ignoring them altogether. 
Whenever the prohibitionists would announce 
& meeting the republi¢ans would get up an 
opposition one, or send around a brass band, 
which would tak away the hearers. 
“Within the past week,’’ she said, ‘‘we 
have been driven out of halls, rotten egged 
and hooted at and every time by republicans. 
I tell you here tonight, that-the republicans of 
Indiana, in the treatment of us have put to 
shame the kuklux of Mississippi, and woman- 
hood has been imsulted and childhood de- 
rided.”’ 

This statement was greeted with cheers. 

‘Who shall we vote for?’’ she resumed. *‘In 
one saloon window yousee the pictures of 
Cleveland and:-Thurman; in another those of 
Hirrison and Morton. Ii we haveto stand 
four years more of whisky rule, then before 
God, I wonld prefer to let the democrats stay 
in rather than the hypocrites, as the republi- 

ans have proven themselves to be.”’ 

Governor St. John followed in a speech, 
which, while cutting at the democracy 
quite freely, was a@ severe arraignment 
of republicanism, and plainly showed that the 
republican prohibitionists have become quite 
bitter toward their old party. : 

‘‘It has been our fate,’’ said he, “‘to be shot 
atand boycotted. Whois going to carry sec- 
ond? As I was coming up tothe hall with 
Mrs. Gougar, two negroes were ahead of us. 
Said one tothe other: ‘John, da needs your 
vote, and needs it bad. Holdup your price. 
Da will be paying big money before de day 
comes.’ ’ 

‘‘As God is my judge tonight,”’ said the old 
governor, straightening up, ‘‘Indiana will vote 
Tuesday for the party, which buys the most 
votes. The voters oi Indiana are in the open 
market for the vote-buyers of the United 
States.’’ 

A storm of hisses greeted this bold declara- 
tion, Which was long continued, but the gover- 
nor kept on inthe same vein for about an 
hour lenger. 

The prolibitionists are confident 
their ticker will receive a larger vyote 
than the prophecies of the other 
parties have estimated. Colonel Ed Ritter 
stated that veneved the vote would be 
somewnere between 12,000 and 20,000, and he 
thought it would be nearer 15,000 than the 
minimum estimate. He said: 

“Tn republican counties the majority comes 
from the republican party, and it is so with the 
other party in democratic counties, but in the 
aggregate I think about two-thirds are repub- 
licans.”’ : 

Mr. Sylvester Johnson, the Indiana member 
ofthe national prohibition committee, was 
asked what were his expectations. He is re- 
garded by the prohibitionists as the most con- 
servative of their leaders 

THEY EXPECT AN INCREASED VOTF. 

“T think the vote will be somewhere between 
12,000 and 15,000,” replied Mr. Johnson. 
‘Many of our people estimate a larger vote. 
We have no poll, but I form my conclusion 
from information that I receive from different 
parts of the state. I have taken some trouble 
to learn, by inquiries, how many votes we get 
in different localities. am 
losing anything and a vote of 12,000 would 
mean an increase of only twenty-five per cent. 
I know we are making gains.’’ 

Mr. Jaques, the secretary of the state com- 
mittee, remarked that wherever the Gresham 
sentiment was strongest the prohibition gains 
were the largest. 

“I think that is true,’’ added Mr. Johnson. 
‘Letters that 1 have received show that we 
are making gains in the southwestern part of 
the state, particularly in Evansville,and Knox, 
Rush, Shelby, Hancock and Tippecance coun- 
ties. I think we wil! make the largest in 
Wabash. In Wells we'll gain some from the 
greenubackers, but the majority of them will 
probably goto Cleveland. 

The reprfblican and

There are 
1,700 of them and every one will be visited by 
a special man from each side to get the final 
poll in Saturday night.

LEVI'S LITTLE SCHEME 


To Spend a Million Dollars in the Old North 
State for Political Purposes. 

CuHArRvotTre, N.C,, October 31.—[Special. ]— 
There has been for a long time great interest 
in what is known as the special tax bond suit, 
now before the United States supreme court. 
This suit was brought by A. H. Temple, of 
this city, against the state of North Carolina. 
It has for some time been asserted more or less 
positively that Levi P. Morton was at the back 
of this matter. Morton, Bliss& Co. brought 
one suit, which was thrown out in the federa 
courthere. Inthis Temple suit, it is attempt 
ed to get a decision validating thirty million 
dollars of special tax bonds, which were issued 
by the radical legislature of 1868-70, and of 
forcing the state to levy a tax to 
meet the interest on them, though the 
pe: ple by an overwhelming vote 
decided them absolutely unconstitutional and 
void. Temple was today interviewed and 
acknowledges that he nominally holds ten 
thousand dollars of three special tax bonds, 
being ten of those fissued= by the Charlotte 
and Rutherford railway. He says he gotthem 
at eight cents onthe dollar from parties in 
New York. Hehas no meansat all. Mor- 
ton’s lawyer, aman named Anderson, from 
New York, came here and saw Temple. An- 
derson stated that Morton, Bliss & Co., would 
meet any of Temple's expenses in connection 
with this suit, and also pay all counsel fees. 
This matter was allarranged. Temple is only 
the tigure head for Morton, though he says he 
does hot know Morton in the 
trausaction, but is only the latter’s attor- 
ney. Temple's attorneys are the same as 
those of Morton. He does not even hold the 
bonds in question. They are in the bank hy- 
pothecated. These facts explain fully

FACTS DEVELOPED AT THE TRIAL 
YESTERDAY, 


A WITNESS CAUSES A SENSATION 


By Mentioning the Name of Mr. Gladstone 
—Mr. Parnell’s Connection With the 
Phenix Park Murder. 


Lonpon, October 31.—The Parnell commis- 
sion resumed its investigations today. Attor- 
ney-Generat Webster, for the Times, asked 
leave to interpose Captain Osheaas a witness, 
as that gentleman wanted to go immediately 
to Spain. Sir Charles Russel, counsel for Par- 
nell, declined to cross examine Captain Oshea 
at the present point. He said the witness 
must return for eross examination. Presiding 
Justice Hannen said that Sir Charles Rassel 
lad a right to reserve the cross examination 
until he deemed proper. 

Captain Oshea testified that he had been on 
good terms with Mr. Parnell until June, 1886. 
At Mr. Parnell’s request, in June, 1881, he had 
communicated with Mr. Gladstone. The com- 
munications were made without the knowl- 
edge of Mr. Parnell’s colleague. Witness did 
not know Patrick Eagan, vor did he have any 
knowledge of what Eagan was doing in 1881. 
Mr. Parnell told him that Eagan did not know 
about the negotiations with the government 
until after the Gladstone speech in the house 
of commons on May 16th, 1882.° Mr. Parnell 
then spoke to him of the awkward position he 
was placed in by Mr. Gladstone’s speech and 
he told how the speech had annoyed Eagan 
and others. The negotiations then ceased 
until 1882. When Mr. Parnell and Mr. Dillon 
were in the Kilmainham jail, Fagan was then 
in Paris. The first proposals that the witness 
made to the government in 1882 were offered 
without the authority of Mr. Parnell. He re- 
ceived communications from certain members 
of the government replying to the proposals. 
When Mr. Parne!! was released from the Kil- 
mainham jail, the witness told him of the posi- 
tion of the negotiations. He had written to 
Mr. Gladstone, and it was arranged that any 
answer that he might make should be sent to 
Mr. Parnell at Paris. Mr. Gladstone’s reply 
was sentto Mr. Parnell, who responded in 
April, 1882. Mr. Parnell, on returning from 
Paris, saw Mr. Gladstone, and after- 
conferred with the witness 
at his house. They were always alone. Mr. 
Parnell was anxious for the release from 
prison of Michael Davitt, but he objected to 
Brennan’s release. Mr. Parnell authorized 
the witness to communicate with the govern- 
ment. Mr. Parnell undertook to dohis utmost 
for the suppression of the boycotting and the 
ontrages. He promised that if the govern- 
ment would settle the arrears of the rent ques- 
tion he would advise the tenants to pay their 
rents and would denounce the outrages, re- 
sistance to law and all kinds of intimidation. 
The witness asked Mr. Parnell if he was sure 
he was able to carry out his guarantee to sup- 
press the outrages, and Mr. Parnell gave him 
the assurance that he had the power. 

The witness continued: Mr. Parneil said 
that Sheridan would be a useful man in the 
work of putting down boycotting, if he could 
only see and converse with him. Boyton and 
Egar would also be useful, he said, if they 
could be convinced of the wisdom of the pro- 
posed new policy. When Mr. Parnell was in 
Kilmainham jail the letter was written and 
signed by Mr. Parnell, which the witness took 
the next morning to.Mr. Foster, then. chief 


secretary for Trelar.d. The letter was afters 


wards presented to the cabinet. Attorney- 
General Webster here read the let- 
ter. It expressed Mr. Parnell’s 
opinion that if the arrears question were set- 
tled he and his colleagues would be able to 
suppressthe outrages. It urged the imper- 
tance of agrarian legislation and concluded 
by saying this: “If the programme sketched 
was carried out it would enable us to co-oper- 
ate cordially in the future with the liberal 
party in forwarding the liberal principles.”’ 

After the letter had been written continued 
O’She>, Mr Parnell said he would tell Diilon 
and O’Kelly, letting thom know as much as 
wes good for them. .

Mr. Parnell showed the witness an anti-mur- 
der manifesto, which it had been decided to 
issue. It was a mistake, said the witness, to 
gay that Mr. Parnell was not in favor of the 
manifesto. Heonly disliked the amount of 
the bombast in the document, but § he 
said that that was necessary in 
order to satisfy Mr, Davitt’s 
vanity. [Laughter, in which Mr. Parnell and 
Davitt joined.| About this time, went on the 
witness, Mr. Parnell told him, he had been 
obliged togask for police protection, as .his 
life was in danger. The witness,in a 
subsequent interview with,Mr. Parnell,warned 
him that 

SHERIDAN WAS A MURDERER 
and concoctor of murders and the police could 
not allow him to stay in the country. Mr. 
Parnell replied that he did not communicate 
with Sheridan personally, but knew some one 
who did. He asked that a month be given 
him to communicate with Sheridan. Seven 
letters were then shown tothe witness, who 
declared with certainty that the signature at- 
tached to them was thatof Mr. Parnell. Sir 
Charles Russell here asked the court to per- 
mit him to postpone the cross examination of 
the witness. He said the latter part of OShea’s 
evidence came upon him by surprise and it 
was impossible to do justice to his 
clients in .a@ cross cxamination with- 
out some preparation. Justice Mannen 
said he could not perceive any good reason for 
postponing the cross-examination. Sir Charles 
Russell thereupon decided to proceed, and 
O’Shea, in reply to his questions, said that 
Buckle, editor of the Times, asked Joseph 
Chamberlain to get him to give in evidence, 
Chamberlain showed witness Buckle’s letter in 
July last; witness did not agree to give in evi- 
dence, however, until he had been subponaed 
by Parnell. Mr. Houston, secretary of the 
Irish Loyal union, saw him take down in 
shorthand his statement for the Times.

A Negro Desperado [Resists Arrest and Pis- 
tols are Brought to Bear. 

OGLETHORPE, Ga., October 50.—[{Spevial.]— 
On yesterday afternoon Deputy Sheriff Winn, 
accompanied by Mr. B. C. Williams, left town 
armed with awarrant forthe arrestof one 
Washington Porter, a negro who lives on the 
Harris plantation in this county. Porter was 
found in a field picking cotton and when ap- 
proached by tle otiicers drew his pistol and 
opened tire epon them, which they at once re- 
turned, shooting the negro down. Upon ex- 
amination it was found that his right leg and 
arm had been broken, and that he had sus- 
tained some other injuries.

Porter is a noted 
desperado who recently came to this county, 
and had previously gotitied the officers that he 
could not be taken without trouble.

Winn and Williams forthe shooting, as it is 
generally conceded that they acted in self de- 
fense.

A DESPERATE STRUGGLE, 


In Which a Columbus Policeman Kills His 
Prisoner, 

Conumbus, Ga., October 31.—[Special.]-—- 
Columbus had her iirst homicide in four years 
tonight. It occurred about * o’clock in the 
extreme southern part of the city, in a thickly 
inhabited negro quarter. Policeman Moshell, 
who was on the beat alone, was summoned to 
arrest a negro named Sam Preston for beating 
his wife. He made the arrest, but after reach- 
ing the sidewalk the negro began to resist and 
attempted to wrest the officer's club from him. 
In the scuffle the negro struck Officer Moshell 
in the face with his tist and immediately be- 
gan cutting at him with a knife. 

He cut Mosheil on the ear, across one hand 
and cut through hjs overcoat, clothing and 
twice on one arm. Inthemeantime the offi- 
cer had drawn his pistol and seeing he had to 
save himself, he fired, the shot taking effect 
in the breast. The negro made another at- 
tempt to use hir Knife, but was met with a 
blow on the head with a club, which Knocked 
him to the ground and he diedin a very few 
minutes without speaking. The facts in the 
case showed that the officer acted entirely in 
self-defense and public sentiment is strongly 
in his favor.

WAYLAID AND SHOT. 


AN ASSASSINATION IN DOUGHERTY 
COUNTY. 


A Worth County Desperado—W orthless La- 
borers—Switdling a Watch Repairer— 
First German of the Season In Albany. 


ALBANY, Ga., October 31.—The other night 
Daniel Jones, a colored laborer upon the plan- 
tation of Mr. John P. Davis, went up as usual 
from the quarter to draw his rations. As he 
was returning with his weekly stipend, with- 
out a note of warning, there came a sudden 
flash from out the darkness, a loud report and 
the negro fell, mortally wounded. After lin- 
gering a few days, he died yesterday. The 
scene of the murder is at some distance from 
Albany, being upon the line of Dougherty and 
Worth counties. “Dan was a trusty and in- 
dustrious man, and has been in my employ for 
twenty years,” said Mr. John P."Davis yester- 
day. No cause can be assigned for the cow- 
ardly murder, but it 1s supposed that as usual 
there is a woman in the case and the- murderer 
is suspected. 

A WORTH COUNTY DESPERADO, 

“‘Why heis nothing but a boy,’ exclaimed 
a gentleman pointing across- Broad street 
where. in front of Morris Mayers, a curious 
crowd had gathered. The object of interest 
was apale faced youngster coatless and in a 
gray tlannel shirt. He wore small side whis- 
kers and was an ordinary looking young man 
such asone might see at any time upon the 
streets of a town or village. He was a famous 
character in this section, nevertheless, being 
Jim Haiman, known as the Worth county des- 
perado. He is charged with numecrouscrimes, 
desperate murders, scenes of outlawry, sheep 
stealing and other offenses. He made his 
headquarters in the neighborhood of the settle- 
ment knownas Peckyille in Worth county and 
was a terror tothe inhabitants of half a dozen 
of the thinly settled counties if that vicinity. 
He would defy arrest and even whensurrounded 
in his cabin would Liuff the pursuers who,well 
armed ,thought his arrest was acertainty. He is 
charged among other crimes with shooting 
down anegro organ grinder, who came here 
from Fort Valley,and who happened to be in his 
company upon a certain night not long since 
in a low portion of the city nearits southern 
boundary at the river bank. When caughta 
last he was in charge of a lot of{sheep, which it 
is claimed he had,stolen and was driving off. 
Some six or eight true bills were found against 
him by the grand jury of Worth county 
alone. Since his arrest he has been impris- 
oned inthe jail at Macon. He was brought 
down the other day to be tried before Judge 
Barnes at Isabella. For some reason his case 
was postponed and he was remanded to jail 
again at Macon upon his failure to give the re- 
quired bond of $2,700. 

WORTHLESS LABOR. 

The continued andif possible increasing li- 
centousness and vice among the negro labor- 
ers and their families upon the plantations in 
this section are a serious drain upon the pros- 
perity of southwest Georgia labor is demoral- 
ized and the courts are crowded with the 
costly and extended trials of their criminal 
actions with all their disgusting and demor- 
alizing details. Their preachers, especially in 
the country are with but few exceptions licen- 
tious and corrupt toan alarming degree and 
their example is of untold injury to their race. 

A SWINDLE DETECTED. 

The negro of southwest Georgia is by no 
means the innocent and gullible individual 
that he is supposed to be. He is 
crafty and suspicious to a ridiculous 
extent. He is up to any tricks of 
trade, andisin many cases an innate swin- 
dier. Down in Mitchell county, in the vicin- 
ity of Baconton, there is a gang of negro ten- 
auts who have been tleecing the Albanians all 
the fall. They make a specialty of hay, and 
their wagons heaped high with the apparently 
weil-cured stock feed make a picturesyue and 
enticing spectacle to the owners of town cows. 
These wains of hay, breathing fron: their ex- 
terior the odors of the newly-mown field, and 
Suggestive of prosperous country life, inspired 
a News and Advertiser scribe the other day 
With asubject upon which he gave to his 
readers the next morning one of his master- 
pieces, ahalfcolumn filled with 
word painting, in which rural life was pictured 
in coleur de rose, and in which one could 
see as if thrown upon canvas by the skillful 
touch of an artist the merry haymakers at 
work. ‘These picturesque loads are also but as 
Dead sea fruit. “look at this weight receipt,” 
said an Albany merchant to Tur ConstitTv- 
TION reporter. ‘‘You will see that it was given 
by Captain duPont, Tift & Co.’s weigher, to 
one Captain Waiton for a load of hay. I 
bought this load from sa:d darky, paying hiim 
the full market price by weight for well-cured 
hay, which he solemnly asserted it to be after 
delivering it to my barn. Upon going home at 
dinner time what was my astonishment to find 
that it was all green grass and weeds, unmis- 
takably cut that day, and covered over the top 
and sides with well-cured hay to deceive the 
unwary, It was not worth half I paid for it. 
I was out several dollars and, furthermore, I 
had toemploy another negro to get it out of 
the barn and spread it out on the ground to sun 
anddry. It would have soured and spoiled 
had I not discovered it. I reported the case to 
a police oilicer;and the only satisfaction that I 
received was his reply: ‘They have fooled me 
the same way many a time; the only way to 
got even is to fool one of them.’ ”’ 

A CHANGED WATCH CHECK. 

‘Look at this,’’? said a prominent Albany 
watchmaker as bho peodused acard just hand- 
ed him by a negro. **This is cne of my watch 
checks which I give out as a receipt for atime 
piece when left with me for repairs. Down in 
the left hand corner, where | write the charge, 
you willseea rough attempt at swindling. 
The charge was 32.50. The negro watch- 
owner has changed it to 81.00 and sent it in by 
another darkey to get out his watch. A glance 
at the card revealed the negro’s attempt to 
beat the jeweler ont of $1.50. The figure 2 
had been, by the addition of two straight lines 
across it, changed to a dollar mark, the two 
other figures had been erased and $1.00 substi- 
tuted.

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The Eddleman Jury. 

‘The advertised demonstration against the 
verdict of the jury in the Eddleman case 
has taken place, ‘The affair was fully and 
freely reported in our news colums in order 
that the community might have a clear 
understanding of it. 

But now that it is all over and the excite- 
ment somewhat allayed, since it has ex- 
pended itself toa great extent, it may be 
well to inquire what has been accomplished? 
Atlanta lias been treated toa remarkable 
epectacle—-we may say, indeed, that it is an 
unparalleled spectacle so far as this city is 
concerned—and what has been the result? 

If the verdict of acquittal in the 
Eddleman case was an outrage, as some of 
our citizens seem to believe, was the demon- 
stration of Tuesday night an adequate or 
even a partial remedy? It is true, the jurors 
who sat in the case and brought in the ver- 
dict were hanged in effigy, but-was this 
proceeding in the nature of a remedy? We 
are told that there was a great crowd pres- 
ent on the occasion and that the programme 
was carried out not without an accent of 
gayety and good humor. 

We are glad, indeed, that this was so, but 
we regret exceedingly that any such pro- 
ceeding as the burning of jurors in effigy 
should have been permitted to take place in 
this city. Such a proceeding is not only no 
remedy for an unjustifiable or an outrage- 
ous verdict, but it is a direct menace to 
every form of legal procedure, and is an 
indirect attack on justice itself. 

If it be taken for granted that the verdict 
fn the Eddieman case was an outrage—or, 
at the very least, that it isa verdict which 
failed to meet the expectations of the com- 
munity, what isthe remedy? There is no 
remedy, so far as the revision of the verdict 
is concerned, but the action of individual 
members of the jury is subject to investiga- 
tion in the courts. The burning of jurymen 
in effigy can have but one effect, and that 
will be tointimidate juries in other cases; 
and for this reason, if for no other, the 
demonstration of Tuesday night is to be 

deplored. 

One of the jurors has already been brought 
before Judge Clark, and his case has been 
disposed of with promptness and dispatch. 
He has been sentenced to pay a 
fine of two hundred dollars and to 
serve twenty days in jail. A crooked jury 
is avery badthing indeed, but a crooked 
jury is not worse than the tendency to- 
ward mob yiolence, which displayed itself 
on our streets Tuesday night. The display 
was amildone, to be sure; two-thirds of 
the people gathered there were drawn by 
curiosity; but the tendency was in that di- 
rection, nevertheless, 

Let us hope that, no matter what the 
provocation, the spectacle will not be du- 
plicated in Atlanta, The jury system has 
its abuses, but it cannot be improved by 
burning jurors in efligy. The remedy is in 
the courts. 2

An Old Story Re-Told. 

“Gath’’ ran against James Gordon Ben- 
nett, of the Herald, in New York, the other 
day, and dashed off into a column of remi- 
niscences. 

As a matter of course, ‘‘Gath’’ drifts off 
into a lot ofstuffaboutthe elder Bennett. 
Speaking of his career in this country he 
Bays: 

Desperately poor in Boston, he one day found a 
York shilling on the common, and he thought it 
was good luck. Soafteraman named Welis, who 
had been a pupil of Dr, Joseph Priestley. gave him 
a clerkship, and next he became a proof-reader in a 
printing house and tried his hand st writing poetry. 
Jn 1822 he came to New Yorx. and was there hired 
to go to Charieston,S.C,and take a place ona 
Hewspaper. fle was in this country when the Mis- 
souri compromise bill was passed, which wit- 
messed the firt agitation on the subject of 
slavery. iis South Carolina residence made him 
torpid on the slavery question, or rather hostile to 
the abolitionists. Returning to New York, Benncit 
atiempted to establish a commercial school, which 
wasa failure. Just after the clection of John Quin- 
cy Adams he went on the New York Cour'er for a 
petty salary, and Bennett bought this paper when it 
had become a failure, and paid for it in notes, which 
he could not pay, so returned the paper. He then 
wrote for other papers, became a reporter on the 
streets, and was so wril'ne when Jefferson and John 
Adams died on the same day. He seems to have 
been unpopular, and turned his attention somewhat 
to politics; He next went to Washington. ety and 
wrote letters. He joined Tammany hall, tooka 
place on the New York Enquirer, got down to hard. 
reguiar work, and injured his eves by application. 
soihat he became syuint-eyed, like John Wilkes. 

He supported Audrew Jackson for presideut, op- 
posed the tariff, was assaulted on the streets of New 
York, wrote wateringplace letters from Saratoga, 
and at last became an editorial writer un the Cou. 
sierand Enqgtirer in i832. The next year he remoy- 
od to Philadelphia and purchased the Pennsylvan- 
fan. In 1235, on the 6th of May, he issued the New 
York Herald,.a little sheet, price one cent. and pre-

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Lord Wolsley on Lee and Jackson. 

General Lord Wolseley, in an article re- 
cently contributed to the Fortnightly Re- 
view, deals with military genius. The sub- 
ject is a most congenial one, and he deals 
with it pretty much as he would with the 
disposition of an army, marshaling his facts 
and arguments with a brusque precision and 
celerity that might well be copied by some 
of our professional writers, 

Lord Wolseley discusses a great many 
military geniuses, but our readers will be 
particularly interested in what he says of 
General Robert E. Lee. General Wolseley 
Says. 

The confederate commander-in-chief. General J. 
E. Johnston, was so badiy wounded at the battle of 
Fair Oaks that he was obliged to resign his com- 
mand ofthe southern armies, Two days afterward 
General Robert Lee was appointed to command the 
army of northern Virginia, upon whose fighting 
power the whole southern confederacy then de- 
pended, General McUlellan’s army of over ninety- 
two thousand men was on the Chickahominy river 
within a few miles of Richmond, the seat of the con- 
federate government. General McDoweil’s corps, 
of about forty thousand men, retained at Fredericks- 
burz by President Linecoth for the protection of 
Washington, against all the principles of military 
science, was at last ordered to join McClellan's 
army. To prevent this junction, by again alarming 
Mr. Lincolu and his civilian military advisers for 
the satety of the union capital, was Lee’s first ob- 
ject. This he could only do by the action of the 
foree beyond the Blue mountsdus, under the com- 
mand of that most brilliant of leaders and of tac 
ticlans, General Stonewall Jackson. That hard- 
fighting, clear-headed soldier ofthe Puritan stamp 
was then in the Shenandoah yalley, near the village 
of Port Republic. Lee’s army round Richmond was 
much inferior in strength to that of the army of the 
Potomac, directly under McClellan, without .count- 
ing McDowell’s corps as part of it. The confederate 
commander had thus the difficult task before him 
of making Mr. Lincoln believe that stonewall Jack- 
son was about to move on Washington, while at the 
same time he drew that general with all ens Hg 
rapidity and secrecy to join him near Richmond. 
It was designed that while making a flourish of 
trumpets in the Shenandoah yalley, and threaten- 
inga movement toward Washington, along the 
Orange and Alexandria railroad, the confederate 
army, covered by a screen Of cavalry on its left 
lank, should make a most rapid march behind it, 
and fall upon McC.ellan’s right flank and rear, near 
Mechanicsyiile, ou the Chiekahominvy river. 

The splendid exeention of this bold and weli- 
planned movement does undying credit to Stone- 
wail Jackson. His division was invincible becanse 
the leader, while thoroughly understanding the 
science of bis profession, was further endowed with 
the power of carrying out the most difficult plans, 


| the most far-reaching strategical conceptions of his 


great commander. Stonewall Jackson's troops were 
unconguerable becatise they they had unbounded 
confidence in their God-fearing leader, who iu his 
turn trusted them most fully, and believed they 
could accomplish anything. Never was there in 
any army, or por. ion ofan army, a more complete 
union olf spirit and of mutual confidence than ex- 
isted between Stonewall Jackson and all under his 
command, As 1 looked into hiscuriousiy blue eyes, 
and watched the movements of his calm, frank and 
charming face as the sentences came slowly out of 
the firmly set and determined mouth, I feltand un- 
derstood the infiuence he exercised over his sol- 
diers, 

I shall not attempt in this short article to describe 
how this splendidly conceived project was as splen- 
didly executed. How MecClellan’s right was rolled 
up, and how the southern troops cut his line of com- 
munication and supply withthe white house on the 
Pamunky river: how the army of the Potomac, 
driven from position to position, had to retreat, and 
after great losses in men, guns, material of all sorts, 
and, above allthings,in reputation, had to seek 
refuge at Harrison’s Landing, on the Lower James 
river—these things are known to all men. Rich- 
mond, the coufederate capital, was saved; and the 
northern army, recalled from its vicinity, had Soon 
tofightonthe Upper Potomac for the safety of 
Washington. 

Lee’s strategy in this year, when he foughtin de- 
fense of the southern capital, and threatened and 
finally sthuck atthatof the United States, marks 
him as one of the greatest captains of this or of any 
otherage. Nc min haseverfoughtanuphillanda 
losing game wila greater firmness, or ever displayed 
a higher ord«r of true militdry genius than he did 
when in command of the confederate army. 

The knowledge of his profession displayed by 
General McClelian was considerable, and his 
strategic conceptions were ajmirable; but he lacked 
one attribute of a general, without which no man 
can ever succc ed in war—he was never able to esti- 
mate with any accuracy the numbers opposed to 
him. Before he embarked on this disastrous cam- 
paign he believed the confederate army at Centre- 
Viile (80,000 strong), which then threatened Wash- 
ington, was about equal to his own of 150,000 men. 
[it was the same witn hii al] through his military 
career. He thoroughly enjoyed, and even in reverse 
never lost, the confidence of his soldiers, The 
civilian strategists at Washineton dismissed him 
from his command after this disastrous campaign in 
the peninsula, to the results of which their ignorance 
and folly had largely contributed, But when, some 
months afterward, everything looked very black 
indeed at Washington, and the northern armies had 
been driven back there helter skelter, it was to him 
they had toturn tosave them. No other general in 
the northern army could, I think, have got it 
together in the short time he did to fight at Antietam 
in de‘ense of Washington. That battle alone saved 
the northern capital: it lost, Lee could have cated 
his dispateh from thence to announce the triumph 
of the southern arms, Lee, then, possessed priceless 
qualities Which were lacking to MeCicNan. It was 
the prese :ce in him of that intuitive genius for war 
Which MeClellan laeked which again and again 
gave him victory, even when he was altogether 
outmatec! ed .n uurmbers. ,

TWO PROCESSIONS MEET, 


And a Regular Battle Ensues—Several Per- 
sons Seriously Hurt. 

New York, October 31.—A republican pro- 
cession, composed chiefly of colored men, met 
a democratic procession at Twenty-sixth street 
and Sixth avenue this evening, and a riotous 
struggie ensued. Store windows were smashed 
and several are reported injured. 

The colored republicans far out numbered 
the members of the Jefferson association of 
the ninth assembly district, with whom they 
fought. Numerous colored inhabitants of the 
neighborhood, who had turned out to see the 
immense colored procession, fell to and assist- 
ed the colored paraders. Missiles flew in all 
directions, and hand-to-hand tights were every- 
where. Store windows were smashed and 
women ran into every available place of 
shelter. Several shots were _ fired. 
The patrolmen were driven off the avenue, 
and hasteyed to the Thirtieth street police 
station. The stores were all closed between 
Twenty-eighth and Thirtieth streets and shop 
keepers with drawn revolvers protected their 
property the best they conld. The drug store 
of M. Steen, 446 Sixth avenue, was at once 
filted with a crowd of frightened women who 
ruskedin, knocking everything off the coun 
ters and forcing back Stein. With a great ef- 
fort, and revolver in hand, he at length closed 
his doors. 

Thomas Murphy was found stabbed in the 
back. Anold man named Kildea was forced 
through a show case and was unconscious 
from the loss of blood. He was carried otf by 
friends. Peter McDermott, of the democrats, 
was knocked down and both- eyes and face 
dreadfully cut; James Byme was either shot 
or stabbed, and was found uneonscious. He 
was taken tothe New York hospital. Mean- 
while, the different hospitals were summoned 
to send ambulances, and Captain Reilly 
sent a reserve of seventy-five men to the scene, 
The latter at once proceeded to clear the ave- 
nue, and met with little opposition, as 4 ma- 
jority of the rioters, after the first clash of 
arms, mingled with the sight seers on the 
street. . 

There were fully fifty people injured in one 
way and another at the riot. Oil from the 
torches poured overthe streets and caught 
fire, men on horeback dashed through the 
streets injuring many. No one was killed. 
The sticks of torches was used as weapons. 
The republican line was composed of the Van- 
coot league of the 118th assembly district and 
a colored republican club of the 155th district.

IMPORTANT TO MERCHANTS, 


A Firm Sues Bradstreet for the Misrepre- 
sentation of Another Firm. 

PHILADELPHIA, October 351.—A non suit was 
today granted by Judge Gordon, the history of 
and reasons for which will prove of interest to 
business houses and financial institutions that 
have dealings with commerclal agencies. 
Crew, Levy & Co., oil merchants, sued 
Bradstreet to recover damages for alleged un- 
true information furnished them. The plain- 
tiffs had asked the agency togive them a re- 
port of the Union refining and manufacturing 
company, of New Jersey, and they reported 
that the company had a paid up capital of 
$600,000 and. were in good credit. On 
the strength of this, Crew, Levy & Co. 
gave them credit for the amount 
of $1,500, which they have never been able to 
collect It was alleged that the Union Retin- 
ing company were insolvent at the time the 
report was furnished. The judge, on the mo- 
tion for non suit, granted it on the ground that 
the contract was as if between two private 
people, the defendant corporation being pri- 
vate and not public, and that Crew, Levy & 
Co., in signing their contract with them had 
waived the right to recover onthe ground on 
which they are now striking te.get a verdict.

They came on 
the engine over the tender and at the point of 
a six shooter and forced the engineer and fire- 
mento stop the train and get off.

The express messenger jumped out of the 
car by the side door while the robbers were 
breaking the end door and ran off in the dark- 
ness with the keys to the safe,thus preventing 
the robbers from zetting the§valuable contents 
of the safe. The robbers then came on with the 
engine nearly to Quarez and there abandoned 
it. They cut the telegraph wires and it was 
nearly 8 o’clock before news was received at 
()uarez of the robbery.

The Government Too Sharp for the Cana- 
dian Pacific. 

WINNEPEG, Man., October 31.—The govern- 
ment stole a march on the Canadian Pacitic 
today by making a detourin track-laying and 
running its line over the turnpike near the 
blockaded points, when the ratlroad force had 
their attention directed elsewhere.

THE NEW MINISTER, 


Who Succeeds Lord Sackville for a Short 
Time, to be Married. 


WasnrnectTox, October 31.—Now that Lord 
Sackville is by the action taken by the gov- 
ernment of the United States yesterday, no 
longer minister to this country, the first secre- 
tary of the British legation naturally becomes 
the official representative of the government 
of England. Mr. Edwards, first secretary, is 
abseut, however, and will not return for some 
time, so that Mr. Michare Herbert, who was 
recently made secona secretary, is now acting 
minister. Mr. Herbert recently arrived from 
Europe, and is to be married to a lady of New 
York, who will thus become mistress of the 
British legation for atime. At the British 
legation silence is maintained. Lord Sackville 
refused to see any oue today, and members of 
the legation who were seen said all was un- 
certainty as to his departure from, Washington. 

Cumment of the Press. 

MONTREAL, October 31.—Referring to Lord 
Sackville’s dismissal, the Herald says: 

The action of the president appears to be extreme 
and unusual, It would seem to indicate that com 
munications between the two governments through 
Minister Phleps bad not resulted satisfactorilyto the 
Washington administration. However, it does not 
necessarily follow that the incident will cause any 
ill feeling between the two countries. It is ad- 
mitted on all handsthattne British ministers an- 
swer to the Pomona letter was not only indesereet, 
but a blunder that could not be overlooked and his 
recall, or withdrawal was generaily looked for, 
The* somewhat prompt action of the president in 
anticipating such a move on the part of Lord 
Sackville and the British government indicates 
clearly that he has no intention of allowing the re- 
publicans to profit by what is now gencrally re- 
garded as a political trap laid for the British am- 
bassador and deliberately intended by thore who 
laid itto prejudice the interests of the-demoeratic 
party, 

The Gazette government organ says: 

The exigencies of the presidential election have 
pg pe = Mr. Cleveland’s action, and compelled 
1im, in order tosave his chances with anti-British 
votes totakethe step that for harshness, bas few 
precedents in diplomatic vsige. It would have 
been better had Lord Sackville voluntarily resigned 
the moment he saw the evil blunder was likely to 
cause trouble foroneof the parties in the political 
struggle now on the eveof a decision. It would have 
been better even if Salisbury had recalled the 
minister whose usefulness had ceased.

At the expiration of this time, 
Captain Jacobson got possession of a small 
sloop, in which he and his crew made sail for 
Jamaica, which they reached after a week of 
suffering.

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Jaw with respect to those who go off for cause isnot 
verified in the practice. And hence in answering 
these searching and stringent questions More men 
go off for cause than the law anticipates. Especially 
is that the case when a homicide bas been com- 
mitted, or any other crime committed which pro- 
duces an excitement in the commucity, because 
men will form opiniotus, men will have their predu- 
dices and their biases, and hence more men go “ff 
ior cause; and sometimes a whole community,

go off for cause the yenue has to be changed, be- 
cause an impartial jury cannot be had in the county 
where the crime was committod. Now, when a legal 
pane is exhausted in the manner I have stated, the 
aw provides for a different method of procuring 
other jurors, which is by a summons of what is 
called tales jurors or talesmen. They are men that 
come in after the regular panel is exbausted. The 
OLD COMMON LAW RULE, 
and which we inherited, provided for the summon- 
ing of these talesmen by the sberiff from the by- 
standers. That was the rule in Eogland and under 
which we practiced for so many years. In England 
the sheriff is a great man and gives nobond. He is 
© man with vast estates. He is aman ofhigh charac- 
ter. Perhaps he may belong to the nobility itself, 


| and he is, so far as human nature can be, a pure and 


noble man, and will summon these tales jurors im- 
artially. And even those that are subordinate to 
iim are also selected for their high 
character, and are supposed to act 
similarly. While they are to be_ selected 
it was the law that they should be selected from the 
bystanders. How comes that? I suppose in ancient 
times when population was scarce and 
COURTS SOMETHING OF CURIOSITIES, 
that the people en masse attended the courts. We 
see that ourselves in our country courts today, 
when the court draws the population out to 
attend its sessions. And hence in ordinary 
cases there ig MIittie or no trouble tor 
the sheriff. to get talesmen from the_ by- 
Sstanders. Butin our extended territory and our 
sparse population, it was found that was impracti- 
cable, and some times impossible. Then it was 
ruled that the talesmen need not be selected from 
the bystanders, but that they might be selected 
from the body of the community, and that the sher- 
iff, through himsveifor his suborcinates, might go 
outintothe community and summon men who 
were not bystanders.. In that way 
THE RULE HAS BECOME CITANGED. 

In the progress of time 1t was found that that rule 
in some cases worked badly. Men would get into 
the sheritl’s office, who having, besidesthe weak- 
ness of human nature generally, might have some 
special weakness and might fo vor 

prisoner, or might favor thes: te. 
not follow always that the se. -c- 
tion of jurors in that way isforthe benefit of the 
yrisoner, for sometimes the excitement in the pub- 
fic mind is so great against aman that the sheriff 
himselt partakes ofthat, and in summoning his 
talesmen he may have in view the conviciion of 
the prisoner, instead of his acquittal. And in some 
cases juries do render 
VERDICTS OF CONVICTION 
where thev ought not to, and render verdicts of ac- 
quittal where they should not aequit, and the sher- 
iff's office could become a reproach for showing par- 
tiality in the selection of talesmen. 

Then our law came in and prescribed another 
remedy to cure that mischief, and that is that these 
talesmen might, in the discretion of the court, be 
drawn by toe judge regularly from the box. When 
that is done it is 

THE FAIREST AND BEST PLAN 
that can be arrived at, and relieves the sheriff and 
every other officer of court, and every other person 
who may be connected with thecase, from the 
charge of suspicion of showing partiality. That has 
been the practice in cases that warrantit. The law 
leaves it tothe discretion of the judge, either to 
have the talesmen selected on the old plan by the 
sheriff, or have them drawn from the box, and for 
the sheriff to issue hissummons to them, and they 
be summoned by the bailiff. You will observe 
thatthe talesmen are drawn from the jury box. 
The sheriff sends out his 
BAILIFFS IN EVERY DIRECTION 
for the purpose of summoning those drawn. Well, 
it is impossible to wait, impracticable, can.i the law 
does not require it, untilevery man so drawn from 
the box shall be summoned and appear in court. 
All that the prisoner or the state can require is that 
those who do appear shale be so drawn, but notin 
the orderin which they are drawn. When a jury 
fails to be made up of -the panel of forty-eight, then 
the law says that the court may put upon the pris- 
oner after that such panels as he sees fit in his dis- 
cretion. By the law a panel of jurorsin a case of 
felony is forty-cight, and hence after the forty-eight 
are exhausted 
JAND NO JURY OBTAINED, 
twelve men drawn outof the box, and those who 
appear, are put upon the prisoner. It isnot neces- 
sary that all should appear, or in the orderin which 
they are drawn. The sheriffthen makes outa list of 
those who doappear, There is no difficutty about 
that, because the listof talesmen drawn from the 
box are there in court for the inspectéaon of counsel. 
If a man should 
REPORT HIMSELF TO THE SHERIFF 
who has not been drawn from the box, allthe 
counsel haye todo is to inspect the list, The pre- 
sumption is that they have inspected the list, that 
they have such general knowledge of who is on the 
list, that the very sound of the name will put them 
upon notice that he is not upon the List, should his 
naine not be there. 

Aud hence the proceedingsin this case were reg- 
u arin every respect. Here was the original list to be 
kept in the office, and to be kept in the office forthe 
inspection of the officers of the court. Counsel are 
otticers of court, and are entitled to have 

THE USE OF THESE LISTS 

and inspect them, as well as the clerk has, And 
then the sheriff hasarighttomake another list of 
the men as they appear, and from that list the call 
is made, and the jurors in panels of twelve are put 
upon the prisoner. It is shown now, and if any one 
will think without it being shown, he will see that 
otwithstanding the stringenev of the law, it atlords 
e opportunity to commit a fraud upon the law. It 
seems that there is nothing that the wisdom of man 
can devise but that there is some way of practicing 
a fraud upon it, or of getting around it, or through 
it, or under itin some way. B cCausethere are men 
on the outside that possess that ingenuity as well as 
those inside who iavor the administration of law and 
f justice. 

Now, in regard to the formation ofajury. When 
fm man comes into the court and tells the sheriff, *'I 
am one that has been summoned,” and the sheriff 
puts him downand he igs taken upon the jury, 
when, in fact, 

HE WAS NOT SUMMONED, 

it isa great crime, no matter which way the verdict 
goes—whether it isa righful verdict ora wrongful 
verdict. Itisagreatcrime. It isa fraud upon the 
law, a fraud upon justice and a fraud upon the 
country. Icallitacrime of the deepest hue. It 
ought to be made punishabie by imprisonment in 
the penitentiary fora longtime. Butif there is any 
penal statute directed against such an offense I do 
not know of it, but would like to be informed oF it 
if there is. 

Solicitor General Hi!l here inter:upted the judge 
saying, I think there is your,Shonor, in the section 
in reterence to offences &rcainst the public peter 9 I 
think it comes unser that, Itis a general section, 
but not specific. 

Whether,rcsumed Judge Clarke, that is applicable 
or not is a matter to be considered. But whether it 
is or not it does not take away the power the 
courts have for 

THE PUNISHMENT OF CONTEMPT, 

It isa contempt.to the court. It isa trifling with 
the co.rt, for a man to put himself io that attitude, 
Well, Mr. Albritton is charged with doing thatin 
this case,and the evidence against him is over- 
whelming. YTositively, there is nothing to be said 
on the other side. Every bailiff who had sum- 
monses to serve, swear that he did notserve him. 
lle himself cannot remember the man who served 
him. It is the same old excuse of 
criminals in criminal cases, It is the last 
refuge of aman charged with crime, and especially 
of larceny. to say that he got the goods from some 
one that he did not now. Well, Mr. A britton, it 
being made satisfactorily to appearto my mind—in 
tact it could not be made to appear otherwise, and 
I am afraid there were more o! that twelve 

THAT GOT ON THAT JURY 
inthesame way. It appears from what occurred 
on the trial of that case, and what occurs in the in- 
vestization in this case, that there was a systematic 
atiempt to corrupt this jury. It has succeeded at 
least to the extent of getting oue man on it, andin 
the doing ofthat the very tountain of justice has 
been corrupted, andeverything that tiows from it 
must necessarily be corrupt. One of the evidences 
in this case that illustrates the truth, is that in ref- 
erence to the loss of the two lists. Both are required 
to be here. Isn’t that a significant fact in the case? 
The clerk swears he has 
EVERY OTHER LIST OF TALES JURORS 

drawn since he has been in office, with the exeep- 
tion of these two, Now couple that with the con- 
duct of Mr. Albritton, and doesit not speak vo!- 
umes in this case? Not only on the part of Mr. Al- 
britton, but on the part of others, for he could not 
have gotten along by himself, Now that is another 
matier for investigation, and ifitis brought betore 
me in a proper way it shall be investigated, and if 
any ofticer of this court, or any person has spirited 
thai list away, the power of the court will be 
brouzht to bear to punish the man. He would be 
enilty of a great crime against the law and the 
6 .uris offjustice, exceeded only by the guilt cf the 
wuun, whosmuggles himself into the jury, 

Now, what shallI do? I am satisfied. I never 
was better satisfied. Therenever was a jury that 
ever rendered a verdict in a criminal case where 
there was no dispute about the evidence, where 
there was bo uestion 

OF THE GUILT OF THE PARTY, 
that convinced my mind more strongly than 1 am 
ofthe eguilt of Mr. Albritton in this case. Now, what 
am itodo? Ican only punish him for a contempt 
of court. The constitution of our state distinetiy 
says that punishment shall be limited, that tne 
’ shall not have unlimited power 
punish for contempt, but that it must be lis Mied by 
legisiation. You see how eareful the ‘aw isto guard 
every point, but the law, as I have said, can not 
guard every point, so that an ingenious rascal can- 
not get around if, or through it, or under it @ some 
way. The law says the judge has power only to a 
certain extent, because some judge 
MIGHT ABUSE THAT POWER, 

and there are judges who may do it—men of strong 
wil:s and who aretyrannical in their nature. lf ma: 
t-rsof contempt were lett entirely to them they might 
punish a man tuosirongly. If I were unlimited in tals 
m itier, ii there was no statute or law in reference 
to it, I might send Mr. Albritton to the penitentiary 
where he belongs for his conduct in this case. But 
I am limited by tue law, and that law says, amongst

other things, that to punish for contempt it is to be 
by a fine not exceeding $200, and by imprisonment 
not to exceed twenty — How shall 

EXERCISE MY DISCRETION 

in this case? As a matter of course nly discretion is 
that Mr. Albritton ought to be punished to the very 
ex‘eut of this penalty, because the penalty is too 
small, and hence my judgment is that the defend- 
ant be imprironed in the common jail of this county 
for twenty days, and that he be fined the sum of 
$200, and that he be not discharged from that im: 
pr'son ment until he pays the fine.

At half past seven the courthouse doors were 
thrown open and a few minutes later the jani- 
tor and his assistants were busy removing the 
debris under and around the scaffold. 

When Sheriff Thomas came he was asked 
the question: 

“What must we do with the scaffold 

‘Well,’ said the sheriff, ‘it belongs to the 
county, you know. I suppose the only thing 
to dois to break it up and get it out of the 
way.” 

‘‘And save the pieces?’ 

‘sYes, put the pieces away together.”’ 

A crowd of people, bailiffs, passers by, wit- 
nesses and jurors summoned for the day, stood 
by and watched. 

The seaffold was thrown over, The cross- 
piece to which the jurymen had been swung 
was knocked off first. ‘Then the short pieces 
that held the scaffold in an upright position 
were knocked off and bundled up together‘ 
The three uprights were bundled up with the 
crosspiece, and then the two bundles were 
placed carefully away.

impressed this belief. There is nota ropa li 
can leader in New York who will not. say at 
once that the contest 1s purely one between 
free trade and protection. They have talked 
this so much that they begin to believe it 
themselves. Cleveland's famous message is 
heralded as the democratic fiat forfree trade, 
and notwithstanding the falseness of the pre- 
mise, it can’t be denied that the conclusions 
drawn from it very maternally effect the situa- 
tion. ea 

Ultra protectionists are profiting by the 
forced situation of the republicans, and have 
succeeded in driving that party into a position 
of relentless hostility against even a just and 
reasonable reform im the tariff. 

Thus, itis that even in the states which 
have been looked upon as being on the’ side of 
protection, the democrats are more than 
holding their own fyom the very extreme at- 
titude the republicans have taken on the ques- 
tion. : 

New Jersey, for instance, has been yegarded 
as being. among the foremost of pfotective 
states, and yot the republicans have 

PRACTICALLY ABANDONED THE FIGHT 

in that state. Why? Simply because the 
New Jersey idea of protection is not that 
which the republicans have been foreed to 
adopt, but it is better expressed in the attitude 
of the democrats, New Jersey is,as it has long 
beon, a protection state, but its sentiments in 
that direction are not extreme enough to carry 
it bodily into the republican column, when 
the democratic position is so muck nearer in 
accord with its own. ; 

What is the democratic position? 

‘''o be brief, it is exactly that which THE 
Constitution has all along been urging the 
party to adopg, the basis of which is protection 
to American industries, with such reform in 
our revenue laws as will make them bear even- 
ly on the people. The fact that the demecrats 
favor just protection to American industries, 
without being extreme, is what will save 
the states of New Jersey, Connecticut, and 
Wew York, if they are held, and if they are not 
it will be because the republican

has frightened them from their democratic 
moorings. As to New York, it is alwaysa 
doubtful state, and its immense shifting vote 
will always make it so. A combination of cir- 
cumstances makes it more doubtful now than 
ever.
